Turbine hearing to focus on two issues

WAINFLEET - As work¬ 
ers from Rankin Construc¬ 
tion prepped concrete pads 
for two wind turbines on 
Station Rd., a preliminary 
hearing into an appeal of 
the project was underway in 
a community room at Wain¬ 
fleet fire hall last week 
Lawyers representing Sky¬ 
dive Burnaby and owners 
Mike and Tara Pitt, the Min¬ 
istry of the Environment and 
Wainfleet Wind Energy Inc. 
were before an environmen¬ 
tal review tribunal to discuss 
the matter, raise procedural 


issues and set dates for a full 
hearing. 

The Pitts and their com¬ 
pany are appealing Wain¬ 
fleet Wind Energy’s project 
on Station Rd., which will 
see two wind turbines 
installed on land owned by 
the Loeffen family. 

The Loeffens have part¬ 
nered with Rankin Contrac¬ 
tion on the project. Wain¬ 
fleet Wind Energy is also 
installing three more wind 
turbines to the northwest of 
Station Rd., off of Conces-

Port Colborne Baptist Church 

Do you remember where you were on 
November 22,1963? 

I do. I was in a gym class at Norwood 
Public School, Hamilton, when the prin¬ 
cipal came on the PA system to announce 
that John F Kennedy, President of the 
United States, had been assassinated. 

Even as a 12 year old, and now 50 years 
ago as I write this, the memory of numbing 
shock and the ensuing chaos, fear, trauma 
and tears is very real in my mind. 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy, killed by assas¬ 
sin's bullets m Dallas Texas. It seemed that 
all had collapsed and all was in turmoil. At 
the time everything seemed meaningless. 

Still today, there are questions, conspir¬ 
acies, longings and idolizing of this man, 
who outwardly was revered as a great 
leader and inwardly was a very troubled 
man, as time and history have revealed. 

On the same day, and unknown to most 
people in the world, another man passed 
into eternity - CS Lewis; known by family 
and friends as "Jack’: 

His death may have been mourned 
by some but the chaos, media buzz and 
lamenting around the world completely 


covered over the passing of this man. 

Lewis, in my opinion, has a far greater 
and longer lasting impact on humanity 
than any president or leader. His impact 
was in the realm of the physical world for 
sure but more important in the eternal 
realm. Lewis is responsible, not just for 
helping us to make sense of “the here and 
now” but, for the "hereafter” - the eter¬ 
nal. He directed countless numbers firstly 
to trust what was said about Jesus Christ, 
“ Salvation is found in no one else, for there 
is no other name under heaven given to 
mankind by which we must be saved.” 

Secondly, Lewis directed many to do as 
Jesus said, “33 Seek the Kingdom of God 
above all else, and live righteously, and he 
will give you everything you need. 34 “So 
don’tworry about tomorrow, for tomorrow 
will bring its own worries. Today's trouble is 
enough for today." 

Lewis is the author many books; some 
science fiction, some poetry, some fantasy, 
some personal spiritual journey, some the¬ 
ological and some direct scriptural study. 
He may be most famous, at this time of 
increased special-affects movies, for his 
fantasy series, called “The Chronicles of 
Narnia': Once written for children it is now 
the domain of adults and takes us into the 


territory of another world through the eyes 
of children. 

During WW 2, Lewis was asked by the 
BBC to speak to his English countrymen 
in order to help bring some sense to their 
daily routine of bombings and threats of 
invasion. These radio lectures became what 
is now considered to be his most influential 
work, “Mere Christianity': In these broad¬ 
casts, turned print, he argues for the exist¬ 
ence of God, the God-man Jesus Christ, 
forgiveness of sin through the death of 
Jesus, and the attractiveness of a life given 
over to living in obedience to God through 
Jesus Christ. 

Still filling shelves in bookstores, books 
by CS Lewis have left a legacy that honours 
God and points pilgrims to faith in Jesus 
Christ His writing gives us hope and mean¬ 
ing in a, sometimes, senseless time. 

I am sure that the moment after CS (Jack) 
Lewis, closed his eyes in death, and stood 
before his holy God, Jesus Christ he heard 
the words, “well done, my good and faithful 
servant, enter into your rest” from His Sav¬ 
iour whom he served so faithfully. 

Lewis moved from the shadowlands 
of this life to the reality of the presence of 
Jesus Christ - “Aslan" The LION!

By shopping locally, you’re helping support 
merchants who, in turn, contribute to their 
community and strengthen Port Colborne’s 
economy. 

“People really enjoy the atmosphere and the 
small-town charm that we have to offer,” says 
Jeff Ballin, Downtown Marketing Coordinator 
for the BIA. 

In his opinion, shopping in a downtown 
atmosphere offers a much friendlier alternative 
to the big box store experience. 


“At the big box stores, you have to leave one 
and go outside to go to another one anyway, 
so why not support your own community?” 

In addition, independent retailers are offering 
extra holiday specials such as hot apple cider 
during the days and weeks leading up to 
Christmas, and many will be open late as a 
way of showcasing themselves to newcomers. 
“It’s amazing to find people in Port Colborne 
who come from all over the world and they 
are just blown away by the operating canal 
and what we have to offer in the shops," 
says Ballin. “Even locals who haven’t been 
in a while” are impressed by ongoing 
improvements downtown, and frequently he 
hears people comment, ‘“Wow, I didn't know 
we had thaf!”

“It will restore your faith in Christmas,” according to co¬ 
organizer William Thomas, who finds in live music a personal 
holiday respite. 

‘This is my escape,” he explains. “I've got to get away from the 
mall; to get some friends and listen to some Christmas music.” 
For the third time, the Toronto All-Star Big Band will perform a 
special blend of swinging seasonal arrangements from the likes 
of Les Brown, Louis Armstrong and Harry Connick Jr. at the 
Roseiawn Centre, located at 296 Fielden Ave. in Port Colborne. 
On Sunday, Dec. 1, the band’s cool Yule show promises to 
capture the golden age of the big band era with its trademark 
brilliant programming, slick choreography and witty cultural 
nostalgia. 

“We like to play in Port Colborne,” states Artistic Director 
Zygmunt Jedrzejek, adding that the band enjoys a special 
relationship with Roseiawn audiences, having played three 
consecutive Jazz on the Lawn concerts during Canal Days. 
However, he hastens to add that “Even if you've seen them 
already, 80 per cent will be brand new music,” since the 
enthusiastic university students thrive on constantly adding new 
music to their repertoire. 

‘The average age is 18 or 19,” he explains, describing the 
band’s youthful members. “It’s not too often these days that you 
get a 17-piece band of instrumentalists and five vocalists, and 
it's quite a juxtaposition to hear young people play music from 
the 1930s and 1940s, that their grandparents probably listened 
to. That makes it interesting and they have a lot of energy to 
bring," he says, along with fun choreography. 

The resurgence of swing-style music and its growing popularity 
is due in part, explains Jedrzejek, to artists like Michael Buble, 
who have successfully bridged generations by putting a youthful 
spin on older music. 

Sunday, Dec. 8 marks the Roselawn's debut appearance of 
the Street Haven Women's Choir, an unusual group which was 
created in 2000, drawing choristers from within the women’s 
shelter, as the singers who used the shelter's services learned 
music ranging from Mozart to modern folk songs.

THEi BIRTH CONTROL PILL 

The birth control pill is one of the most commonly used medications. However, 
there still remain some misconceptions about the pill. 

There are a number of different types of pills. They all contain the same type of 
estrogen. Newer pills have less estrogen than older pills. Newer pills are effective 
in preventing pregnancy and they demonstrate reduced symptoms of bloating and 
breast tenderness. The lower dose pills may be less effective if one pill is missed. 
If an individual goes for longer than seven days in a pill free interval that is when 
they are at most risk of pregnancy. This means it is very important to take the last pill 
and the first pill of a cycle. There are some recommendations that a pill with a higher 
dose of estrogen should be used in women weighing over 154 pounds for increased 
effectiveness. 

Pills differ in the type of progesterone they contain. Some pills are particularly 
effective for improving acne. DIANE 35 is used to treat moderate to severe acne. YAZ 
is used for mild to moderate acne. There may be a very small increased risk of forming 
a clot on these pills, and so pills such as ALESSE and MARVELON can be tried first. 

Some pills are monophasic, meaning they have constant levels of estrogen and 
progesterone. Others have changing levels of progesterone. Both types of pills are 
effective, the only difficulty with a triphasic pill is that it is not ideal to be taken without 
a pill free interval. If an individual wants to take their pills back to back to avoid a 
period, they may still get a period with the triphasic pill. 

Sometimes women develop migraines on the pill because of a drop in estrogen 
during the week off the pill, or they want to avoid having a period. In this case it may 
be worth taking SEASONALE. This is a pill you take for three months in a row without 
a break. This is safe to do and may help with the above mentioned issues. 

Patients should be aware that some medications can decrease the effectiveness 
of the pill. Rifampin, barbiturates, phenytoin and carbamazepine can all decrease 
effectiveness. Experts say that antibiotics are unlikely to reduce efficacy of the pill. 

The pill is a good tool for treating a myriad of issues. It can prevent pregnancy, 
clear acne, regulate and lighten cycles. There a number of options when it comes to 
the type of pill you take to address each of these concerns. Talk to your doctor or 
pharmacist to determine the right one for you.
